After attending the NATO Parliamentary Conference 
in Paris, Senator Jacob Javits (R. , N. Y. ) travelled to 
Rome where he and his wife were guests of Ambassador 
Zellerbach. He then went on to London. At a luncheon 
which Ambassador Whitney gave for Senator Javits, and 
including Sir Hartley Shawcross, Sir Reginald 
Manningham -Butler, Alfred Robens and Ormsby-Gore, 
discussion centered on US/UK petroleum relations in the 
Middle East and US/UK policy toward the Chinese Com- 
munists. 

The Senator then went to Cologne, Bonn and 
Frankfort where he met with Vice Chancellor Erhard 
and high German officials.
